Ex act figures are impo ssible no w. 
Each car ho lds fifty -eight perso ns, 
but Co ndutfto r James Curtis, who es­ 


caped alive, say s he o nly co llected 
eighty -aix tick ets. 
Less than thirty 
escaped alive, mo st o f them fro m the 
rear car. Twelve o f these are serio us­ 
ly injured. All o f the saved co me fro m 
the rear car. Tho se who were in the 
o ther two never had a chance to es­ 
cape and mo st o f their bo dies arc 
still piled i>ell mell in the sealed cars

Chief Crocker, of the New Tork 
fire brigade, offers the following ad­ 
vice as to conduct In case of an out­ 
break of fire: 
“Keep cool; 
no matter how hot 
everything around you gets, retain 
a cool, calm eq uilibrium, and you’ll 
come out all right. 
“Send in the alarm immediately: 
do not take it for granted that some 
one else has rung up the fire 
de­ 
p artment. 
“Fight the fire yourself before the 
firemen arrive. Very few fires, if dis- 
covcrc (1 at the p utset are beyond the 
control of the p eop le on the p remises, 
if only q uick, intelligent 
action 
is 
taken. 
Fight the flames with p ails 
of water: smother them v/ith rugs 
and blankets; beat them out with wet 
brooms. 
“Block the sp read of fire. 
If the 
biirnfng room or rooms can be shut 
off from the rest of the building, it 
will take considerable time for the 
fire to sp read. 
Shut all doors, tran­ 
soms and windows op ening on shafts, 
and. If p ossible, those to the exterior. 
By closing up the burning rooms you 
p revent draughts, and cut off a new 
sup p ly of oxygon. 
The fire, after ex­ 
hausting the oxygen, will only smoul­ 
der. 
“Never ascend to the up |» er stories 
of a burning building. 
Tbe 
up p er 
arc alway.s the most dangerous. 
The 
smoke, sup erheated air and p oisonous 
fumes which it is death to inhale, col- 
loet first in the top of the house. Fire, 
sp reading through a building, burns 
straight to the roof, usually by way 
of the halls and stairways, and then, 
widening its course, eats back to the 
stories below. 
The knver floors are 
the safest in time of fire. 
“Never try to climb up the stairs to 
the roof, and never op en the scuttle. 
hole through the roof to the op mn/ 
air would serve as a chimney, and 
magnify the coufiagralion almost in­ 
credibly.

Turkey Shows a Tendency to Increase 
Rapidly When Protection is ' 
' 
Made Certain. 


The wild turkey, the largest and 
choicest of the Gallinaeus birds, is in­ 
digenous to the North American con­ 
tinent. writes State Game Warden J . 
H. Rod os, of this city, in the Columbia

first found in Africa and the East In­

They 
become very wily and shy and it re­ 
quires a man experienced in woodcraft 
to successfully kill these birds after 
the flrst of November, at which time 
they are fully grown. 
They can be easily taken, howevei, 
by shooting them from trees at night 
tipon tlieir roosting grounds. At this 
season of the year the favorite means j 
of capturing the turkeys is to hunt 
them during the night and put Rio 
birds to flight from their roosts, get­ 
ting them well scattered over a large 
territory, and then to call them about 
or
